Men who were discharged under 
the old pay scale may return in 
their former rank and receive the 
benefits of the new pay bill pass- 
ed by Congress which provides for 
raises ranging from Increases of 
20 per cent lo 50 per cent for en- 
listed personnel. 
Extra pay allowances for spec- 


ial duties are not affected by the 
bill. Soldiers continue to receive 
20 per cent above base pay for

WATCH "SCHOOL ZONES" 


"School none" signs in Warren, disregarded during 


the vacation period, are taking on their full significance 
&s a. life-saving agency, and attention of motorists is 
called to the responsibilties attendant upon motor vehicle 
operation at the beginning of the fall school term tomor- 
row. 


All drivers are strongly urged to use the utmost cau- 


tion where children are crossing streets. No one can 
foretell when a child is going to rush forward from a, 
group into the path of moving vehicles. Because of this 
uncertainty the duty devolves upon the motorist to have 
his car under such control that he can stop at a mo- 
ment's notice. Safe drivers never take chances where 
children are concerned. 


Operators are also reminded of the importance of 


co-operating with the School Safety Patrols in the 
county. The boys and girls who constitute these patrols, 
sponsored by the Warren Motor Club, are doing a splen- 
did work in accident prevention. They are always on 
the alert to safeguard fellow pupils, but their efforts 
will be hampered without complete cooperation of autc- 
mobile drivers. 


HORSEBACK RIDING 


One of the sports which should make great strides 


during the next few years of the development of Warren 
county as a recreational area is horseback riding. 


The number of trails available for pleasure riding and 


the beauty of the places which may be reached only by 
foot or on horseback make an ideal combination to at- 
tract riding enthusiasts.

Under the legislation, the De- 


partment of State is authorized 
to use some of tne proceeds from 
surplus property sales abroad for 
exchanges of students and other 
educational activities. 


The bill provides that American 


students can be given grants of 
foreign cunency to be used for 
education and research ir foreign 
countries a"d that American pro- 
fessors can be given grants to give 
lectures in foreign institutions. 


Foreign students can be given 


schqlardnDs to study at American 
institutions abroad, or they may 
re-ceive funds to pay their trans- 
portation to this country to study. 
The bill aoes not authorize ex- 
penses of foreign students here. 


P'RESIDENT TRUMAN shortly 


will appoint the 10 members of 


the Board of Foreign Scholar- 
ships, which \vill set the policies 
that the State Department v,-iil 
administer. Procedure of selection 
of students also will be set up by 
the board.
